Try to find the program VICTORY AT SEA on your local PBS 
station - here in Hawaii we get it Sunday afternoons. You'll 
see LOTS of military BA gear in operation, since this program 
is a documentary consisting of WWII military footage.

Yep, I love it for period shots to compliment the gear and make 
the ol' man dream a little! 


This week's program dealt with subs operating in the North 
Atlantic. For antennas it looked as if the subs were using 
a horizontal V, with the apex at the bow and both legs 
terminating on the superstructure (the widest part of the 
sub). Now, the Coast Guard doesn't have any subs so I don't 
feel bad about asking this question: How do you transmit 

or receive underwater? It seems that the saltwater would 
provide a nice low resistance path between both legs of the 
antenna. Were the antennas and feedlines so well insulated 
that salt water didn't come in contact with the wire? Or 
did radio comms only occure at the surface?

I am not a submariner, but I was reading some info in a 1920's 
radio manual about submarine radio, back when they used quenched 
gaps and such..... (Ge 


The antenna was a loop antenna on the low frequencies and a dipole 
on the higher frequencies. On low frequencies, the conning tower 
acted as the center support of a big loop, and the feed point came 
from there. The loop consisted of the circuit of forward and back 
from the feedline to the bow and stern and then the hull proper was 
the rest of the loop. One of the standard antennas that was used 

in WWII was a folding short HF vertical that was rotatable. It 

was rotated flat horizontally when under water, and rotated vertical 
for use, at the surface or on the surface. There should be a shot 


of such a rig going up or down in one of the popular WWII submarine 
movies that seem to inhabit the late night channels (I don't remember 
the movie, but it may have been the one with the sub that groans 

and belches like a tigre because of its poor engines, or it may have 
been the one where they enter Tokyo bay through the anti-sub nets). 


A couple of diesel fleet boat boys in area that are hot CW ops (aren't 
all the ol' navy ops pretty hot on CW from that era?), also mentioned 
a towable, inflatable antenna of some sort that could be let out to 
float to the surface on a long feedline/tether. It could be used and 
then retracted, without the sub having to be at/on the surface. This 
may have been a 50's/60's thing rather than WWII. 


At very low frequencies, of the order of 15-100 khz, subs can receive 
underwater, fairly well, to a depth of a few feet (how deep I am not sure). 
This is because of the water not being an RF sink at those low frequecies. 
The shore stations pump out some hundreds of KW or even a Megawatt or so, 
and can do very long haul transmissions to submerged vessels. Unfortunately, 
the subs can't transmit back very well on those frequencies, from what I 
have heard secondhand. Nowadays, it is very narrow shift digital stuff, 
but in the old days, was CW according to the sources I have talked with. 
One of those diesel fleet boat fellas that I rattle and bang with ona 
regular basis mentioned even using TCS gear aboard his boat as late as the 
early 1960's. I guess his boat was not one of the biggies... (:+}4......

Bear in mind that I am telling all this from limited OLD knowledge 
(see M.T. Loomis's treatise on radio from 1924), and from a lot of 
hearsay from fellas who were there in the Korean era. What happens 
in these nuclear bullet sub times, I haven't got the foggiest..... 


Hope some fellas aboard can add further from first-hand experience. 
This is an interesting area of boatanchordom, and there are not a 
great many museum displays of ol' diesel fleet boats that are original 
in the radio dept.

My older brother (Tim Gleason, lapsed K5ULJ) was a design engineer 
on the Navy TACAMO project (TAke COmmand And Move Out). This project 
used VLF to communicate tactical information from C-130 communications 
planes to submarines that remained submerged during a nuclear war (VLF 
was used for two reasons...one was that during an all out, toe to toe 
nuclear sluggin' match with the Russkis, no one would want to surface, 
and VLF does pretty good underwater, and the second was the presumption 
that electromagnetic effects from air bursts would have made the higher 
bands unusable) 


Anyway, while I didn't get a look at the sub antennas, I got some 
close up looks at the antennas on the C-130s...miles of special 
cable on really big spools, with strain gauges and winches to control 
the feed out. The VLF transmitter was pretty wild looking too. 


The C-130 had to fly a very precise circular path to get the 
right spiral pattern in the antenna as it trailed behind and beneath, 
to keep from breaking it. 

The end of the antenna had a bright orange drogue ball on it. 
During testing over the Gulf of Mexico, sometimes this would protrude 
under the cloud layer and be the only part visible, causing numerous 
UFO reports... 


The effective data rate was on the order of a baud or so, due to the 
low bandwidth at VLF, and the incredible amount of redundancy and 
self correction involved. 


The VLF transmitter had an automatic mechanical tuner in the output 
coupling network - the data rate was so slow that you could see the thing 
retune for the slight difference in resonance between "marking" and 
"Spacing". 


This project was done by the part of Rockwell that was once Collins, 
so that gove me some BA content...working on a military contract for 
a big company can be pretty wild, from the stories he tells... 


Anyway, I'll be talking to him during the holidays - I'll ask him 
what current subs use for VLF antennas, and report back
